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EDGAR E. PARKER 


The City of Columbus has lost 
one of its most noble citizens. 
The stamp collectors of Columbus 
and the Columbus Philatelic Club 
will suffer this loss far more than 
the average citizen, because of 
the fact that “Ed” Parker, as he 
was known to all his acquaint- 
ances, had in the few years that 
he has been a member of the 
Columbus Philatelic Club, be- 
come its “Number One” member. 


Ed Parker died from a heart 
attack at the age of 49. He had 
suffered for some time past from 
heart trouble. He had a severe 
attack at his home on the eve- 
ning of March 31st. On Friday 
noon, April Ist, he had lunch with 
some members of the Club at the 
Virginia Hotel, on leaving there 
and. driving to his office he was 
stopped by a red traffic light at 
1:30 P. M. When the go signal 
flashed green his car failed to 
move for his Maker had given 
him the final stop signal thus 
taking from his family and friends 
one of the finest men He had 
ever fashioned. 


For twenty-five years he had 
been the active head of The 
Justus & Parker Company and 
had only recently succeeded his 
father as president of the com- 
pany. 

Both at his home and at his 
place of business, Ed was ever 
ready to welcome members of 
the Club as well as visiting 
stamp collectors. No stamp col- 
lector was a stranger to him after 
a first meeting. His interest in 
stamps was not confined to his 
own collection, for many a fellow 
collector both in the club and in 
cities throughout the United 
States, have reposing in their 
collections choice stamps which 
are the result of the generosity 
of Ed Parker. No one could give 
him a stamp without he gave 
them more in return, his gener- 
osity was unbounded. 


Besides his interest in the Co- 
lumbus Philatelic Club, Ed was 
always ready and anxious to 
visit clubs in the neighboring 
towns and cities. 


The Columbus Philatelic Club 
was but a few years old when 
he became a member and from 
that time his influence was evi- 


dent. The membership, not long 
in recognizing his interest and 
ability, soon elected him presi- 
dent. 


This was in 1932 and Ed pre- 
sided at every meeting during 
his term of office for he felt it 
a duty as well as pleasure to do 


so. He was custodian extra- 
ordinary of much of the para- 
phernalia and miscellaneous pos- 
sessions of the club, for someone 
had to care for this and Ed in 
his usual manner provided hous- 
ing for this material. He super- 
vised the procuring and assem- 
bling of the club frames for ex- 
hibition purposes and the cases 
in which they were stored. It 
was at his store that space was 
provided for their storage and 
where all of the club exhibitions 
were mounted and prepared for 
display. 

Ed’s first love in stamps was 
his Bureau Precancels. Followers 
of this phase of our hobby prob- 
ably know better than we that 
his collection of these stamps 
was one of the foremost in the 
country. He collected numerous 
other stamps in the way of cer- 
tain definite items among which 
was an excellent lot of the 5c 
Beacon Airmail He had also 
numerous foreign stamps, some 
countries in which he had made 
special efforts toward completion, 


notably Danzig and recently, 
Germany. 


Among his most treasured pos- 
sessions was a collection of 
covers which was being built to 
show the postal history of Co- 
lumbus. He had acquired many 
early covers and was bringing 
together a complete collection of 
postal markings of this city. 


Altho for many years a mem- 
ber of the York Lodge of Masons, 
his chief interests were with his 
friends and stamp collecting as- 
sociates. 


Perhaps one of the things that 
will always make his life out- 
standing is a virtue unknown 
to any but his very close friends. 
It is due to his modesty that few 
people knew Ed Parker as a Phil- 
anthropist. Nothing gave him 
more real pleasure than to help 
the needy. There have been in- 
numerable occasions on which 
he has given liberally of his means 
toward the assistance of the 
unfortunate. Many such instances 


were chance acquaintances and 
contacts, whose unfortunate cir- 
cumstances appealed to him and 
his assistance and generosity has 
been the means of making many 
an urchin happy, for he was 
above all, a lover of youth. 


Although he is gone, he will 
never be forgotten and every 
member of the Columbus Phila- 
telic Club will profit by having 
had the opportunity to associate 
with him. His spirit will ever be 
a guiding star for those who have 
a wish to serve the club and no 
better pattern could be followed 
than to follow in the footsteps of 
our own Beloved Ed Parker. 


Mr. Parker was buried in Green- 
lawn Cemetery, Monday atfter- 
noon, April 4th. A next door 
neighbor and seven members’ of 
the club acted as pall bearers. 
The services at the Schoedinger 
Mortuary were attended by a 
large crowd among which were 
most of the active members of the 
club and the employees of his 
store. 


He is survived by his father 
and mother, Mr. and Mrs. Eugene 
M. Parker, his wife Clara, his 
daughter Virginia, his sons Robert 
E. and James H. Parker and his 
sister Mrs. L. H. Van Buskirk.

New York-Bermuda Flights 


Air mail service between the United 
States and Bermuda was to be changed 
in April to the extent of the point of 
departure and arrival which hereafter 
will be New York City instead of Balti- 
more. The last flight out of Baltimore 
to Bermuda took place on April 2nd and 
the first flight from New York on April 
6th. No cachet was reported as being 
used. 





Spain Resorts to Stamps 
For Currency 





The Spanish Republican government 
has ordered the withdrawal from circu- 
lation of the fractional currency issued 
by the various municipalities. In place 
of these varied issues, postage stamps 
are being pasted on small cards and are 
thus being used for small change. Coins 
seem to have long since disappeared 
from circulation. 


Trans-Pacific Service 
Extended 


Effective March 26th, British postal 
planes will take mail received at Hong 
Kong on the trans-Pacific air mail route 
for onward transmission to Bangkok 
(Siam), Burma and India. The flights 
will be made twice a week. Thus, mails 
from the U. S. will reach Siam in 11 
days and Indian points in 12 days. 





Ecuador Map Trouble 


Not profiting by the recent unpleasant 
experiences of Honduras, Nicaragua, Ar- 
gentina, etc., through issuing stamps 
with maps so bounded that neighboring 
countries complained, the Republic of 
Ecuador has added a similar map stamp 
to its issues. The little republic has 
long had an argument with its neigh- 
bors, Brazil, Peru and Colombia over 
boundaries. A 5c stamp issued January 
10th has for its design a map of the 
country and press reports have it that 
Brazil and Peru are protesting the in- 
clusion as Ecuadorian territory of some 
thousand square miles of what they con- 
sider as their territory.

Basutoland FDC Forgeries 





On Feb. 14th, one Conrad F. Jacobs 
appeared before the Johannesburg Mag- 
istrate’s Court on charges of inciting to 
forgery. The charges were dismissed by 
the judge on the grounds that the evi- 
dence showed that the postal agent at 
Makoalis, Basutoland, a Mr. W. H. 
Nettlingham had originated the idea of 
ante-dating of stamps and first day 
covers. It was stated during the trial 
that during 1936 and .1937 the agent 
had cancelled a number of Jubilees with 
the first day cancel date of May 1, 1935, 
and further that he offered to supply 
any quantity Jacobs wanted with the 
date May 4th. Coronations were simi- 
larly back-dated. No one was jailed or 
fined, the defendant being acquitted.

1937 Stamp Statistics 


Kent B. Stiles in the New York 
Times presents some figures on stamps 
issued during 1937. 1,825 major and 
minor varieties appeared during the 
year, not counting the estimated 1,500 
of unknown status emanating from 
Spain. This is an increase of 214 over 
1936, but still way below 1920’s record 
of 3,153. 178 governments contributed 
to the year’s postal issues, Nicaragua 
being in the van with 67 stamps. All 
previous records for commemoratives 
were broken, such issues totalling 823, 
just 25 more than the previous record 
established in 1935. Air mail stamps 
totalled 328 of which two-thirds were 
from Latin-America.

Under this heading we will print notes on

Chas. Pederson of N. J. reports hav- 
ing a sheet of the 3c Virgin Islands with 
a gutter at top left and portions of 
stamps of nearly the entire top two rows 
of the adjoining sheet. Two of the at- 
tached stamps are entire. This trian- 
gular extra portion was folded under just 
before the sheet was cut and in some 
manner passed the inspectors. This re- 
sults in a possible horizontal pair with 
gutter between. 


Two weeks ago we printed the item 
from the New Jersey Philatelic Feder- 
ation News about the sails on the ship of 
the 2c Navy. Since its appearance sev- 
eral have written, pointing out that the 
criticism was incorrect. We suspected it 
would be criticised in part but not that 
it was so largely incorrect, since sailors 
themselves disagree on proper nautical 
nomenclature. We’re neutral, our nav- 
igation experience being limited to in- 
land sloops with fore-and-aft sails. The 
ship on the 2c Navy is corectly rigged, 
etc., according to letters coming in. 


Glenn Grimm asks where he may ob- 
tain the envelopes and cards we listed 
as being part of the current issue. 
These may be purchased only at post 
offices, not the Agency, and only the 
large offices carry any great variety. To 
obtain all the possible varieties of en- 
velopes would be costly since many are 
not sold in quantities of less than 250 
of each. Postal cards are also sold in 
sheets of 40 at large offices (for con- 
venience of printers) but may only be 
used as singles. From these sheets 
come the fraudulently claimed “errors” 
simply made by cutting the sheet apart 
in an incorrect manner. 


As the Constitution became effectve 
following its ratification by New Hamp- 
shire on June 21, 1788, a stamp to com- 
memorate this event will probably be 
issued. Other stamps proposed are ones 
to commemorate the founding of the 
Supreme Court, the inauguration of 
Washington as the first constitutional 
President and the first Federal Congress. 
These other anniversaries will occur next 
year, so these commemoratives probably 
will not appear until then. 


Only one used copy of the 30c August, 
1861, U. S. is known to exist. 


New York City sold in one day its 
allotment of 3,000 sets of the demoni- 
tised newspaper stamps at $5 per set. 
This was in February, 1899.

R. P. O. Collectors 


We also promised to publish the 
names of any collectors who wished to 
exchange R. P. O. postmarks with other 
collectors and a list follows of those who 
wrote us for listing. One asterisk (*) 
means that the collector collects the 
markings on piece cut 2 by 4 inches; 
two asterisks (**) means they collect 
them on entire cover; and three aster- 
isks (***) means they collect them in 
both forms. Some collectors have also 
written in asking how to obtain R. P. 
O. postmarks. The best way to obtain 
these is to mail them on the cars at sta- 
tions, a letter drop being in the side 
of the car for convenience of mailers. 
You can always readily identify an R. P. 
O. by the wording on the side of the 
car and even from a considerable dis- 
tance you can identify baggage cars so 
equipped by the fact that next to one 
door are three to five windows close to 
each other and the fact that the door 
itself is narrow in contrast to the usual 
wide baggage car door. Perhaps col- 
lectors among our readers will mail such 
covers for others? Don’t expect nice clear 
perfect postmarks from R. P. O.’s as 
these cancels are so seldom used on 
Many routes the ink gets gummy and 
such marks are frequently illegible.

Editor’s Notebook 


PAGE Many years 
WASHINGTON IRVING ago the fa- 

mous writer 
spun a tale about a schoolmaster being 
scared away by a “headless horseman” 
who threw his head at the credulous 
teacher, said head being just an ordinary 
pumpkin tossed by the pedant’s rival for 
the smiles of a maiden of the neighbor- 
hood. Apparently this bogeyman stuff 
is an old custom in those parts, or at 
least is being revived. The house organ 
of the Scott Stamp & Coin Co. devotes 
four pages of its March issue to throwing 
“pumpkinheads” at the new illustration 
law, in a resume by the firm’s attorney 
of the company’s views on the illustrat- 
ing of foreign stamps. As was to be ex- 
pected, the company continues its policy 
of opposition and the arguments ad- 
vanced are, when boiled down, seen to 
be based on hypothetical cases. In brief, 
the firm contends that the permission 
to illustrate foreign stamps without de- 
facing the illustration opens wide the 
door to courterfeiting under the pre- 
tense of legitimate business. It is sug- 





gested that illustrations could be printed 
on gummed paper, perforated and sold 
under the guise of being illustrations for 
albums! As if such a_ transparent 
scheme would not readily be detected. 
The new illustration law is even better 
than we had thought if the best the 
Scott firm can do in the way of fault 
finding is to advance such a dud. If 
anyone is going to counterfeit stamps 
they’ll do so without benefit of legality. 
The suppositions in the Journal remind 
us of the legislator who proposed to rid 
our land of machine-gunning bandits by 
requiring all persons wishing to have a 
machine gun to take out a license for 
such lethal weapons. The firm may we]l 
be likened to a drowning person clutch- 
ing at straws when it further points out 
that illustrations of revenue stamps must 
be defaced and that most British Col- 
onials and many other postage stamps 
are inscribed “Postage and Revenue.” 
Any little technicality it seems will be 
tried to thwart the clearly expressed in- 
tentions of the law to let collectors have 
catalogs and albums other than those 
published by the Scott Stamp & Coin 
Co. The crack at British Colonials be- 
ing frequently revenue stamps as well 
as postage stamps is obviously broadcast 
in the hope it will block the importation 
of the Gibbons catalog, a book long de- 
sired by American collectors and which 
until now was obtained by bootleg meth- 
ods. Can it be that this four-page legal 
light’s opinion is the opening gun of an 
attempt to scare the Treasury Depart- 
ment into changing the restrictions? 
Changing them so that these highly hy- 
pothetical methods of counterfeiting 
worrying the New York firm will re- 
main beyond all doubt entirely imagin- 
ary? Oh sure, it will incidentally pro- 
tect the firm from anything in the way 
of competition from Britain and else- 
where, but since when was the catalog 
so perfect that a little competition would 
not improve it? Lobbyists have delayed 
for years the passing of sensible illus- 
tration laws and now that the first one 
is barely dry on the statute books, it’s 
time to call a halt in any further such 


tactics.

FIFTEENTH PRESIDENT — 1857-1861 


Born near Mercersburg, Pa., April 23, 
1791. Died Wheatland, Pa, June 1, 
1868. Buchanan was a lawyer who prac- 
ticed at Lancaster, Pa., and first held 
office as a member of the Pennsylvania 
Legislature in 1814 and 1815. His next 
office was as congressman, serving five 
terms, 1820 to 1830. The next two years 
he held the post of Minister to Russia 
and upon his return was elected to the 
Senate, remaining there until 1845, leav- 
ing to become Secretary of State in 
Polk’s cabinet. Under President Pierce, 
Buchanan became Minister to Great 
Britain, holding that position until 1856. 
Nominated by the Democratic Party, 
principally for his consistent pro-slavery 
attitude, he was elected by a large ma- 
jority over the Republican candidate 
General John C. Fremont. Buchanan’s 
term of office was characterized by a pol- 
icy of placating the Southern element. 
Most of his subordinates were Southern- 
ers, many violent secessionists. Follow- 
ing the election of 1860, two of the cab- 
inet officers resigned only after they had 
done as much to further the Southern 
cause as possible, while earlier his Secre- 
tary of State had resigned in disgust at 
the actions of his fellow cabinet officers. 
Only after the firing on the steamer 
“Star of the West”, Jan. 9, 1861, did 
Buchanan show any attempt to preserve 
‘tthe Union, perhaps as a result of the 
wave of indignation in the North. He 
left office with the knowledge that both 
sides had little love for him and pub- 


3 lished a defense of his administration as 


a result. It was during the first year of 
his term that our first perforated stamps 
were issued, the Ic 1857. He has never 
appeared on our stamps, but is sched- 
uled to be portrayed on the 14c of the 
new Presidential series.

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End of a War Scare 





When, a few days ago the Lithuanian government agreed to accept the 
Polish demands as outlined in an ultimatum backed up with threat of force, 
another of the frequent war scares that have kept Europe in a state of alarm, 
vanished over night. Five centuries ago Lithuania was a powerful Grand 
Duchy, its capital Vilna. In the 18th Century it with neighboring Poland 
became a part of the Russian Empire. In 1918 following the collapse of the 
empire, a republic was declared in Lithuania, the new government claimed a 
large portion of territory around the ancient city of Vilna, which it seized, 
while Poland was engaged in its war of Independence with Russia in 1919. 
In 1920 the Polish General Zeligowski captured the city and for three years 
special stamps were issued for this area inscribed “Central Lithuania.” In 
1922 the area was annexed to Poland, the shaded portion on the map stamp 
of 1932 showing the disputed sector. Until Lithuania’s agreement to the recent 
Polish demands the two countries were without any commercial or diplomatic 
connections. Even mails were not exchanged. Lithuania still has another pros- 
pective dispute in the district called “Memel” which it seized from Germany 
in 1923, the Germans now hoping to get it back. Since Lithuania has a popu- 
lation of about 2,000,000 and consequently only a small army, the future looks 


stormy for the little country.

Playing Card Stamps 





Playing card manufacturers are cur- 
rently struggling to meet the demand 
for the new “fifth suit” decks of playing 
cards. The new decks, invented in Eng- 
land and spreading in popularity from 
that country contain 65 cards instead of 
the usual 54. The fifth suit is variously 
designated in Ewope as “Crowns,” 
“Leafs,” etc., wut in the U. S. has been 
named “Eagles.” The addition of this 
suit to the present four, Clubs, Hearts, 
Spades, and Diamonds, has caused much 
extra work for the playing card manu- 
facturers, most of it being hand worl: in 
sorting and assembling as their machin- 
ery is not geared to other than 54 card 
decks. Even the revenue stamp afti- 
ing machines cannot be used as the new 
decks require 20c tax, and since there 
isn’t a 20c Flaying Cards stamp, pairs 
of 10c must be used and the machines 
will affix only one stamp at a time. What 
is needed is a 20c stamp, and if the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue decides to sup- 
ply one we may find some provisionals 
in the way of surcharges. Collectors 
should watch the stamps on any of the 
large decks for developments. Anyone 
having any information on these should 
report them to Howard C. Buttermore, 
129 S. Whitney Ave., Youngstown, Ohio, 
to whom we are indebted for the above 
information. Remember the variety of 
surcharges in 1917 and how some of 
these came out unheralded.

For there is no 
doubt in my mind that in the next cat- 
alog prices will start to ascend never 
again to reach such levels as seen in the 
20th edition. If you can get your dealer 
to sell you nice copies at the catalog 
prices on the current B-11 or listed B-11 
and 13 items, it’s my advice not to hesi- 
tate, because I don’t think there is a 
chance of another general downward re- 
vision of the catalog. This may sound 
funny about getting your dealer to sell 
you items at catalog prices, but I know 
of several dealers who have shut off sell- 
ing most of their new type stock ’till 
prices are revised upward. Of course, 
these fellows don’t depend on their busi- 
ness for a living and can afford to shut 
up their stock books when they want to.

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Last week I reported that dealers 
were trying to locate stocks of Austrian 
Stamps. That was a very mild state- 
ment compared with what took place 
this week. Every day there was a dif- 
ferent wholesale price on the Austrians. 
The wholesalers who had stocks were 
very independent. Prices sometimes 
jumped hourly. A few smart boys comb- 
ed the outlying small dealers, and paid 
them full retail price for whatever Aus- 
trians they had. One New York dealer 
advertised the high value Dolfuss stamp 
at $4.00, limiting each purchaser to one 
copy. One bright person picked up 10 
kids, then paid them a dime apiece and 
gave them money to buy the Dolfuss 
stamp. He secured 10 copies this way. 
Believe it or not, 10 copies made a won- 
derful supply. This same party gave 
the dealers a break by letting them 
have one copy. 





I am not advocating any speculation 
in Austrian stamps, but I am reporting 
facts just as they occur. I attended an 
auction sale at Hugh Barr’s last week,

a few dealers knew this, net result was 
that five different persons gave me bids 
to execute for them.

What surprised 
me was the fact that these men gave 
bids of over catalog value for these 
stamps. I will keep the readers inform- 
ed of the latest developments in Aus- 
trian stamps. 





I feel sorry for those dealers who ad- 
vertised Austrians, for, as you know, an 
ad is sent in two weeks in advance. 
Very few of these dealers were able to 
fill advance orders. 





At Barr’s sale this past week a copy 
of the Orangeburg coil was sold for 
$33.00, a very fine block of the 3c Louis- 
iana Purchase Series sold for $15.25 (al- 
most full catalog price), and a set of the 
2c and 5c Hawaiian in very fine blocks 
brought $3.90. Again let me point out, 
that U. S. stamps in very fine condition 
will always bring good prices. 





I haven’t said anything about the Far- 
leys for the past few weeks. Prices 
realized at auctions for these stamps 
have swung upward. Dealers’ prices on 
these items (those who have them) are 
also slightly higher.
